In the first racejtheltalent overlooked the fact 
that Winslow was a Blue Eyes, and he went to 
the post at 20 to 1. He showed the same liking 
for the mud as old Blue Banner, whom he some- 
what resembles, and though he was said to be 
short of work won in a fierce drive by a nose 
from Montell. In the two-year-old race Belle of 
Niles showed she could run as well in the mud 
as on dry ground, and beat the favorite Ethel 
Farrell cleverly.
